Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Ton^ti  of  Bartlett  which  was  made 
by  this  Division,  acting  under  authority  of  Chapter  82,  Section 
27,  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire,  which  provides,  in 
part  as  follows: 

"Audit  on  Motion  of  Commission.  The  Commission 
may  cause  an  audit  to  be  made  of  the  accounts  of  any 
city,  town  school  district,  village  district  or  precinct, 
as  often  as  once  in  two  years,  or  whenever  conditions 
appear  to  it  to  warrant  such 

This  audit  covered  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1952, 
and  the  period  from  January  1st  to  September  30th,  1953.  Ex- 
hibits as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report 
which  is  made  up  in  two  sections  as  follows: 

Section  I  —  Fiscal  Year  Ended  December  31,  1952 

Section  II  —  Period  January  1st  to  September  30th,  1953 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector, 
Town  Clerk  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 
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FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  —  December  .31,  1953 
December  31,  1952:     (Exhibit  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1951  and 
December  31,  1952,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated 
therein,  the  Net  Debt  decreased  by  $9,998.49  in  1952. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition: 
(Exhibit  B) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the 
Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  B,  with  the  factors 
which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.

(Exhibits  C  and  D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expendi- 
tures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1952,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and  D.  As 
indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  net  revenue 
surplus  of  $4,281.79,  plus  a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appro- 
priations of  $2,413.09,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of 
$6,694,88. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures 
(Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1952,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the 
uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  E. 
Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  September  30,  1952,  is 
indicated  in  Exhibit  N. 

Statement  of  Long  Term  Indebtedness 
(Exhibit  M) 

A  statement  of  outstanding  long  term  indebtedness  as  of 
December  31,  1952,  showing  annual  inaturities  of  principal  and 
annual  interest  requirements,  is  contained  in  Exhibit  M. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were 
examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were 
compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  en- 
tries in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source 
insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with 
reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from 
depository  banks. 
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GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Revised  Balance  Sheet 

Certain  revisions  were  made  in  the  balance  sheet  of 
December  31,  1952,  as  originally  made  out  by  the  town  officials 
which  are  reflected  in  Exhibit  A.  The  principal  change  was  in 
the  amount  of  outstanding  temporary  loans  which  was  actually 
$10,000.00,  rather  than  $5,000.00  as  reported. 

Recommended  Procedures 

In  the  report  of  the  previous  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Town  of  Bartlett,  dated  January  5,  1951,  certain  procedures 
were  recommended.  It  is  noted  that  for  the  most  part  the 
recommended  procedures  have  not  been  carried  out.  Therefore, 
we  again  bring  these  matters  to  your  attention  and  strongly 
urge  that  they  be  given  immediate  consideration. 

Town  Treasurer: 

The  Treasurer  should  balance  his  cash  book  at  the  close 
of  each  month  and  a  monthly  reconciliation  should  be  made 
between  the  cash  book  balance  and  bank  balance.  A  report 
should  also  be  made  to  the  Selectmen  each  month  indicating 
the  receipts  of  the  month  in  detail,  the  total  expenditures  and 
balance  at  the  close  of  the  month. 

Town  Clerk 

A  the  close  of  the  year,  December  31,  1952,  the  Clerk's 
cash  on  hand  amounted  to  $145.82,  made  up  of: 

Motor  Vehicle  Permits         $131,82 
Dog  Licenses  14,00 

At  the  time  of  the  current  audit,  September  30,  1953,  the 
Clerk's  cash  on  hand  amounted  to  $1,209.27,  which  represented 
the  following: 

Motor  Vehicle  Permits     $1,016.27 
Dog  Licenses  193.00 
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All  funds  received  bv  the  Clerk  should  be  remitted  monthly 
on  the  basis  of  actual  cash  receipts  to  the  date  of  remittance 
and  full  settlement  should  be  made  with  the  Treasurer  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  \  ear.  In  this  connection  Section  22,  Chapter 
116,  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire,  is  quoted  here- 
with: 

"22.  Accounting.  Each  designated  city  official 
and  town  clerk  shall  keep  an  account  of  the 
money  received  by  him  for  said  permits  and 
deposit  the  same  in  the  city  or  town  treasury  on 
the  last  Saturday  of  each  month,  to  be  used  for 
the  general  purposes  of  the  city  or  town.  Failure 
to  deposit  shall  be  cause  for  immediate  removal 
from  office.  Town  clerks  shall  be  paid  on  orders 
dra\\Ti  on  the  town  treasurer  by  the  selectmen 
fifty  cents  for  each  permit  issued." 

Tax  Sale 

Settlement  with  the  Collector  on  account  of  taxes  bought 
by  the  Town  should  be  made  immediately  after  the  tax  sale 
rather  than  defened  until  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  The 
voucher  and  check  issued  to  the  Collector  should  be  for  the 
total  amount  of  taxes  bought  by  the  Town,  including  iinpaid 
taxes,  interest  and  costs. 

Closing  Accounts  at  End  of  Year 

It  is  our  belief  that  much  could  be  accomplished  toward 
improving  the  town  accounting  and  reporting  if  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  To\\ti  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector  and  Town  Clerk  got 
together  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  to  make  up  their  respec- 
tive reports  and  straighten  out  any  differences  which  may  have 
arisen  during  the   year. 

It  is  very  important  that  the  books  and  accounts  of  all  town 
officers  be  closed  as  of  December  31st  and  financial  reports 
made  on  this  basis.   The  To\\ti  Treasurer  may  hold  his  accounts 


45 


open  for  a  few  days  after  the  date  on  which  the  fiscal  year 
closes  in  order  that  all  receipts  of  the  Tax  Collector,  Town 
Clerk  or  any  other  fiscal  officer  of  the  Town,  up  to  and 
including  December  31st  may  be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  and 
included  in  his  accounts  for  the  fiscal  year.  All  funds  of  the 
Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk  or  any  other  fiscal  officers  should 
be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  on  or  before  the  closing  date.  It 
is  not  good  procedure  for  town  officers,  other  than  the  Treasurer, 
to  report  "cash  on  hand"  at  the  close  of  the  year.  This  practice 
is  unnecessary  and  tends  to  confuse  the  accounting. 

Conclusion 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws  of 
1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essential 
features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  town  report. 
This  letter  of  transmittal  should  be  included  in  its  entirety  but 
the  inclusion  of  Exhibits  is  optional. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Bartlett  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS 


The  fire  season  of  1953  was  not  a  very  pretty  picture.  It 
started  out  in  fine  shape  with  plenty  of  rain  during  the  spring 
months.  The  month  of  June  was  the  end  of  the  rains  and  then  a 
period  of  dry  weather.  During  June  we  had  quite  a  few  Hght- 
ning  storms  without  any  rains.  On  June  21  and  22  we  had  one 
of  these  storms  that  started  over  43  fires  in  this  state  including 
the  Mt.  Shaw  fire. 

People  burning  without  a  permit  or  burning  in  unsafe  places 
or  at  unsafe  times  were  the  cause  of  our  largest  number  of  fires. 
It  is  hard  to  beheve  why  people  do  this  ^^  hen  they  have  the  ex- 
pert advice  of  their  town  warden  who  is  as  close  to  them  as  their 
telephone.  Your  town  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  not  going  to  stop 
you  from  burning  \'our  rubbish  or  your  old  fields,  but  he  wants 
you  to  burn  in  a  safe  place  and  at  a  safe  time.  You  must  re- 
member it  is  unlawful  to  burn  without  a  permit  from  your  For- 
est Fire  Warden. 

We  have  inherited  a  tremendous  responsibility  in  the  price- 
less treasure  of  our  natural  resources.  To  keep  these  natural 
riches  we  must  guard  them  from  all  destructive  agents.  The  fore- 
most among  these  agents  is  Fire  —  man's  best  servant  but  worst 
enemy.

Report  of  Superintendent 

To  the  Citizens  of  Bartlett: 

The  sentiment  of  many  citizens  at  the  annual  school  dis- 
trict meeting  was  sincerely  expressed  by  the  appointment  of  a 
special  education  committee  to  study  all  phases  of  our  school 
program  and  to  determine  if  we  could  possibly  maintain  a  high 
standard  of  education  at  lower  costs.  This  matter  has  been 
uppermost  in  the  minds  of  the  Bartlett  School  Board,  who  fully 
realize  the  great  local  effort  that  is  being  made  to  provide  good 
schools.  In  1947  the  Bartlett  School  District  received  almost 
$9,000.00  in  State  Aid,  and  nothing  at  all  in  State  Aid  in  1953. 
This  sum  is  almost  one-fifth  of  the  total  school  budget.  Here  is 
the  one  big  area  that  has  resulted  in  increased  school  expendi- 
tures. 

The  time  has  come  when  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
should  assume  its  full  responsibility,  since  public  education  is  a 
function  of  the  State,  and  guarantee  to  every  New  Hampshire 
boy  and  girl  the  right  to  equal  educational  opportunities  through 
an  effective  and  liberal  State  Aid  program. 

The  development  of  a  sound  educational  program  requires 
the  best  cooperative  efforts  of  both  the  home  and  school.  Only 
by  working  together  can  the  best  interests  of  our  children  be 
assured.  You  are  always  welcome  to  visit  our  schools.  The 
teachers  are  available  for  parent-teacher  conferences  eveiy 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday  afternoon;  or  will  schedule  such 
conferences  at  other  mutually  agreeable  times.  The  best  way 
to  guarantee  that  schools  will  contribute  to  community  im- 
provement, will  work  toward  the  fullest  possible  development  of 
every  child  according  to  his  interests  and  abilities,  is  through 
a  program  of  continuous  citizen  cooperation  for  better  schools. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  Bartlett  School  Board  for  their  assistance  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  our  schools.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  School  Nurse  for  the  year 
1952-1953: 

The  annual  health  services  offered  the  children  of  the 
Bartlett  Schools  consist  of  vision  testing,  hearing  testing,  patch 
testing  for  tuberculosis,  physical  inspections,  and  hair  and  skin 
inspections.  Weekly  visits  were  made  to  the  schools  and,  at 
this  time,  the  teachers  were  given  an  opportunity  to  talk  with 
me  concerning  the  health  of  their  pupils.  Communicable 
disease  control  is  exercised  as  far  as  possible  by  the  exclusion 
of  children  showing  signs  of  illness.  The  teachers  are  on  the 
alert  at  all  times  in  noticing  any  deviation  from  the  normal 
conditions  of  the  pupils. 
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The  Bartlett  Elementary  School  dental  program  has  made 
splendid  progress  during  the  year  with  128  pupils  receiving 
fluorine  treatments.  This  fluorine  treatment  is  most  effective 
and  can  help  us  in  our  fight  against  tooth  decay.  However, 
there  are  several  cases  where  cavities  were  present  at  this  time 
of  treatment  thereby  lessening  its  effectiveness.  Parents  of 
these  children  are  urged  to  co-operate  with  us  by  making  sure 
that  all  defects  are  corrected  as  soon  as  possible. 

To  correct  all  immediate  defects  and  to  continue  our 
fluorine  treatments  every  three  years  will  insure  better  teeth 
for  future  citizens  of  Bartlett.
